Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Pritung, 

New York, Aug. 7.—Gen. Gartield was 
awake at an early hour this morning in 
order to take the train over the Erie Railroad 
for Lake Chautauqua. The train was an- 
nounced to start from Jersey City at 7:35 
a. m., and a few minutes before that time 
Gen, Garfield, accompanied by his private 
secretary. Maj. Swain, Gen. Tracy of 
Brooklyn, Frank Hiscock, Murat Halstead, 
Thomas C. Plati, Senator Davenport, Gen. 
Ben Harrison, Charles Williams, and about 
a dozen others entered the depot and quietly 
boarded the train. The fact that Gen. Gar- 
field was present was not generally known, 
and there was not therefore a very large 
crowd present to wish him gbvod-by. About 
fifty Republicans trom this and Jersey City, 
who steod on the platform gave three hearty 
cheers for “ the next President” as the train

The Doctor Resting Well and Feeling Oom- 
' fortable at Last Aecounts 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. . 

New York, Aug 7.—Dr. Tanner com- 
pleted his fast at noon to-day. Ten minutes 
before 12 o’clock he sat peeling à peach. 
Wren his time was up he ate it, against the 
protest of the attending doctors and to the 
surprise of everybody. He then drank seven 
ounces of pute milk, which the doctors told 
him would kill him. It did not kill him; on 
the contrary he ordered a watermelon cut a 
few minutes afterwards, and gorged himself 
with a pound of that delectable fruit, 
to the amazement of everybody who 
saw him. He then left Claren- 
don Hall with Dr. Guna, and proceeded 
to that genileman’s residence, where he laid 
down for a while and slept, At3o’clock be 
felt hungry, and ordered ‘half a pound of 
beetsteak broiled, which he ate. At6o’clock 
he ate another halt a pound of broiled beef- 
steak. During the afvernoon he drank four 
ounces of Hungarian wine, and ate four 
good-sized apples. He seems to experience 
no ill effects from his gormandizing, and 
these gastronomic problems puzzle the doc- 
tors even more than his fasting did. 

When Dr. Tanner began his fast he 
weighed 158 pounds. When to-day he broke 
his fast he weighed 1224; pounds, showing & 
total loss in weight of thirty-six pounds, or 
about nine-tenths of a pound a day, and med- 
ical men here are at their wits’ ends to know 
what to make of him, and the people are 
filled with astonishment. Ile has been vis- 
ited during the fast by nearly 10,000 persons, 
some 1,500 of whom came there to-day. 

To-night he is as lively as a person in a 
natural condition, and in high” spirits. He 
will remain in this city some days before re- 
turning home. 

PRESS REPORT. 

New Yorn, Aug. 7.—Dr. Tanner at noon 
to-day finished his fast of forty days. At 
high noon his time was up and his task fin- 
ished; The crowd cheered Tanner enthusi- 
astically. About 1,000 persons were in the 
hall, and an immense number of people on 
the sidewalk. The Doctor drank a glass of 
milk and called for a Georgia watermelon. 
This he tapped, dug his hand into it, and ate 
heartily. When remonstrated with, he 
asked to be left alone, saying, “No, my 
Lord; I am running this now.” When 
he placed the glass of milk to 
his mouth he remarked, “Gentle 
men, you don’t believe that’s good.“ 
The signal for the expiration of the fast was

THE SITUATION AT CANDAHAR. 

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—An official dispatch from 
the British commander at Candahar, dated 
the 3d, says: Beyond slight skirmishing 
between the country people and the troops 
covering working parties, nothing has oc- 
curred in the past three days. Ayoob Khan 
is reported intending to reach Kohkaram, 
four miles southwest of Candahar, to-mor- 
row or Thursday. No news has been re- 
ceived from Chaman-Choki or Khelat-i-Ghil-

iensive preparations are proceeding sat- 
isfactorily. The entire Pathan population 
have left or been expelled. The wounded 
officers are doing well.

AYOOB KNAX. 

The following from Quettah is dated the 
5th inst.: Ayoob Khan is said to be within 
one march of Candahar, but is doubtful 
whether his force is sufficiently sirong to 
make the attack. Large numbers of Ghazis 
are coliecting around Candahar. There is 
no regular rising near Khojak Pass, but con- 
voys are attacked by thieves. 

CABUL TO CANDAHAR. 

A Cabul dispatch ot the 6th says: There 
are some gatherings in Maidun and Wardak, 
but Gen. Roberts will provavly not be seri- 
ously opposed this side of Ghuznee. Mushki 
Alum ’s son will precede the force to concili- 
ate the tribes and arrange for supplies. Ab- 
durrahman Khan has moved six miles nearer 
Cabul, and will enter the city on the aepart- 
ure of the British. 

DELAYED. 

Another Cabul dispatch says: “‘ The march 
of the force to Candahar is delayed until 
Sunday. Abdurrahman Khan shows every 
disposition so aid us. His brother-in-law ac 
companies Gen. Roberts to Candahar, as 
does also the son of Mushki Alum. Abdur- 
rahman Kahn lias sent a conciliatory depu- 
tation to Hashiin Kinan, head of the anti- 
Briish faction at Ghuznee.” 

LORD LYTTON. 

At the 8 request of the een, Lord 
Lytton, who arrived yesterday at Porismouth 
from india, visited her Majesty to-day at 
Osborne. 


THE NEW AMEER. 

The Times says: We consider the evacua- 
tion of Cabul will strengthen the Ameer’s 
hands, and save the risk of further complica- 
tions. Our object is to give him the best 
chance of making good his position. This he 
would. considering the supicious jealousy 
entertained by the natives against all for- 
eigners, not be able to do as long as he os- 
tensibly remained under British protection. 
From a military point of view the arrange- 
ment is also defensible. We have sustained 
no disasters in Northern Afghanistan. We 
can, therefore, without loss of military 
prestige, fulfill our omise that as 
soon as the Ameer has n accepted by 
the Afghans we would evacuate the coun- 
try. If the necessity arose, which is unlike- 
ly, we could return easily to Cabul. In the 
meantime we shall occupy the frontier in 
great — kg shorten our lines of commu- 
nication with Peshawur, and considerably 
diminish our expenditure. 


FRANCE. 
THE RECENT ELECTIONS. 
Special Cable. 

Panis, Aug. 7.—The immense Republican 
victory at the elections of the Councils Gen- 
eral dominates all other events. The Reac- 
tionisis are dismayed. Maynard, the 
Figaro’s political director, asks that jour- 
nal’s supporters whether it would not 
be wiser to accept the Republic and 
modify it, rather than by opposing 
it remain utterly impotent. The Conserva- 
tives joined issue on the execution of the de- 
crees and Gambetta’s amnesty speech. The 
Government is greatly strengthened by the 
result of the elections, and Gambetta’s influ- 
ence is at the same time consolidated. 
Effective steps are threatened against the 
religious congregations, and, to prevent the

TURKEY. 
THE MURDERED AMERICANS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 7.—Dr. Parsons, 
the American missionary, who, with his serv- 
ant, was murdered near Ismid, was making 
atour in the mountains and encamped on 
the roadside in the vicinity of some Zuruk, a“ 
semi-nomadic tribe. Two Zuruk shepherds 
confessed that they shot two iravelers as they 
slept, and robbed them of their money, 
amounting to less than $5. As Parsons did 
not reach his destination at the expected 
time, and as his horses were found wander- 
ing about the hills, his friends instituted 
search, and the bodies were discovered under 
some bushes. The authorities, hearing a dis- 
patch on the subject had been sent to the 
British Embassy, showed more than usual 
zeal, and by threatening wholesale arrests in- 
duced the Zuruk to surrender the criminals, 
who are now imprisoned. 

NOT DUE TO FANATICISM. 

Duringa half century of American mis- 
sionary enterprise in Turkey this is only the 
third case of the murder of a missionary, 
and itis only just to the Turks to state that 
none of the crimes proceeded from religious 
fanaticism. ‘The present state of public in- 
security does not proceed from fanatical 
feeling, but from wholly different causes, for 
which the Government is mainly responsi- 
ble. Among these may be mentioned the 
system of send Circassians, Lazes, and 
other warlike refugees into peaceful dis- 
tricts. A few days ago a large ship-load of 
Circassians and Lazes landed in the Gulf of 
Ismid, near the spot where Dr. Parsons was 
murdered. Asitis pretty certain that no 
measures will be taken to give these lawless 
immigrants the means of gaining an honest 
living, we shall probably soon hear of other 
cases of robbery and murder. 

RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—The official correspond- 
ence between Russia and Engiand touching 
the alleged Russian agitation in Bulgaria 
and Roumelia is published. Russia denies 
the existence of any agitation, and asserts 
there are fewer Russi@n officers and men in 
the Bulgarian army now than at the close of 
the war; that none have gone to Roumelia 
since the Russian evacuation: that there 
have been some sales of small arms by Rus- 
sia t Bulgaria to replace antiquated pat- 
terns; but, that the whole of the sales only 
amount to 8,000 rifles. 


GERMANY. 
TRYING TO ROB AUSTRIA. 

Berirs, Aug. 7.—In an article which

COMMENTS OF THE FRENCH PRESS ON THE 
REFUSAL OF PARLIAMENT TO ERECT A 
MONUMENT TO HIM IN WESTMINSTER 
ABBEY.

Paris, July 22.—The Republican papers 
express a sober satisfaction at the success of 
Mr. Briggs’ motion. The Temps remarks 
that, although France has been quite uncon- 
cerned, she will none the less appreciate the 
feeling which has influenced the House of 
Commons and all Liberal England. Thes« 
scruples, this care of avoiding all that could 
tend to cool the good relations between the 
two peopies, cannot but draw closer the 
bonds uniting our young Republic to the 
ancient English Monarchy.” The Debats had 
always regarded the proposed memorial as 
purely designed to honor the memory of a 
young foreign Prince killed in fighting fo: 
England, and, therefore, as a purely Englisi, 
matter, to be settled from an exclusively na- 
tional standpoint. It admits the force of Mr. 
Gladstone's scruples as to Parliament en- 
croaching on the Dean’s prerogatives. Still, 
it cordially appreciates the testimony of 
friendship and good will given to France by 
the English people and Parliament: 

Nobody can deny that the manifestation 
of these sentiments was quite spontaneous, 
and it would clearly be ungracivus for us 
not to be touched by it, the more so becaus: 
the English people showed a warm and 
active sympathy for unhappy and dismem- 
bered France at atime when it was difficul 
to detect any trace of sympatby on the pari 
of their Government.“ 

On the other hand, M. de Cassagnac, in the 
Pays, describes the resolution asa scandalou» 
injus.ice, condemns the Government fo: 
lukewarmness in allowing it to be carried, 
reproaches the English for grudging fune 
real honors to a Prince who died for them, 
and dwells on the inconsistency of bewail 
his fate and condoling with his mother, 
now practically indorsing the insulting and 
abominable expression of an English mem- 
ber, he only went to Zululand in a spirit 
of adventure.

MAC'S MELANGE. 


Notoriety, Gives W hat He Is Pleased to 
Call a Few Beminiscences—“‘ Syliph’s” 
EIdeuntity—Some Very Personal Allu- 
sions to Babcock. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 7.—The publication to-day 
of the advance sheets of Gen. John A. Me 
Donald's book containing revelations con- 
cerning the whisky ring hag creaied little 
sensation, Gen. McDonald being so well 
known here that his testimony loses much of 
its weight. The work is strictly personal iu 
its character, and contains some strking pas- 
sages. McDonald gives a lengthy account 
of the famous “Sylph.” Hesays Sylph's“ 
real name was Louise Hawkins, formerly a 
respectable young girl who fell into bad 
ways. She was known as Lu Haw- 
kins. While Joyce and Babcock were 
walking down Fifth street they met 
Miss Hawkins. Joyce tipped his hat 
to her. Babcock was enraptured by her 
beauty, and pronounced her as lovely as a 
sylph. At Babcock’s request, Joyce followed 
her and arranged fora meeting ata Fifth 
street restaurant. After drinking a bottle of 
wine, Babcock and the woman went to Mc- 
Donald's rooms. After that Babcock always 
referred to her as my S¥iph,” and signed a 
number of telegrams and letters with the 
sobriquet. McDonald relates that Louise 
Hawkins is still a resident of St. Louis, and, 
though unmarried, yet her every want is 
promptly administered to by a wealthy gen- 
tleman of the city,in whose elegant resi- 
dence, near Grand avenue, she is queen,” 

Of a contribution alleged to have been made 
to Babcock, McDonald says: “1 started for 
Washington, but on the preceding day Col. 
Joyce bad collected the sum of $5,000 from 
the distillers and rectifiers, which he re- 
quested me to deliver to Gen. Babcock in ac- 
cordance with the understanding hé had be- 
tween them when the latter was in attend- 
ance at the St. Louis Fair. This money, as 1 
saw it counted, was in bills of the denomi- 
nation of. $1,000 and $500. I reached Wash- 
ington on the morning of Dec. 7, and 
directly after office hours 1 went to the White 
House. The first person I met there was 
Gen. Babcock, whom 1 found seated at his 
desk in the Secretary’s room, and after pass- 
ing the usual greeting I took the money from 
my pocket and handed it to him, with the re- 
mark, Here is $5,000 which Joyce collected 
from the boys for your benefit before I left 
St. Louis.’ He took the package and placed 
it in his pocket without counting the money 
with many expressions of gratitude, remark- 
ing that he understood the source from 
which the money came.“ 

He alleges regarding Grant: “I told him

In 
her confession to the bospital Matron, Mrs. 
Smith says she swore falsely; that neither of the 
parties convicted had anything to do with 
the crime, nor did she know who committed it. 
She says that a certain party, whose name bas 
not been revealed by the authorities, persuaded 
her to make the false confession, assuring ber 
that she would receive a light sentence. In her 
anxiety to rejoin her children she agreed to do 
as Was suggested. While giving her testimony 
she was under the direction of this party, who 
was in the court-room at the trial. At certain 
preconcerted signs made by him she answered 
ves or no to the questions of the prosecuting 
attorney. The confession creates considerable 
of a sensation in Detroit. and the matter will 
doubtiess lead to a searching investigation.

CENTRAL WAi1LR-WORKS. 

The City of Chicago has now a population 
of over half a million persons, and that popu- 
lation is increasing rapidly. It has been less 
than fifteen vears since the first tunnel under 
the lake was built, and a supply of water 
equal to fifty millions of galions per day 
secured. Ten years ago the population of 
the city bad increased to 300,000, and the 
necessity for an additional supply of water 
was evident. In -1870 the city made the 
necessary loan for the construction of an 
additional tunnel from the Crib to the present 

location of the water-works near the june- 
tion of Twenty-second street and Ashland 
avenue. This tunnel was intended to fur- 
nish an additional supply of one bundre 

millions of gallons per day. It was expected 


that this supply would equal the wants of 


the city for a long period. It seemns, how- 
ever, that, through no fault of the engineers, 
natural obstacles—the touching of rock 
compelled the grade of the west end of this 
land tunnel to be raised instead of lowered, 
thereby reducing the head or fall from the 
lake, and the result of this has been that the 
depth of water in the wells at the West 
Side water-works was considerably dimin- 
ished, and consequently the capacity of that 
part of the genera! distribution scheme is 
much jess than was originally contem plated, 
The operating machinery at the West Side 
works has never been completed,—a double 
engine only having been provided when the 
plan valled for three. The two operating es- 
tablishiments are pearly four miles distant, 
and the force given to the water in the wains 
and service-pipes is strougest at the extremi- 
ties of the city, where least needed, and u eak- 
est in the centre, Where most wanted. Where 
the two currents meet, there the force is 
lightest, and much of this foree is lost by the 
friction of the water passing through several | 


hundred miles of pipe running at all manner 
of angles between the two pumps. In the 
central purts of the city—that is, about mid- 
way between the pumps—located the great- 
est amount of combustible property and 
the largest number of high buildings. In that 
section the high buildings form comparatively 
@ solid mass, and this mass is extending and 
at the same time becoming more com- 
pact every day, In these buildings 
are stored the great bulk of the merchandise 
and valuable personal ‘property of Chicago, 
Every store and warehouse is crowded, and 
the amount of property therein can only be 
computed by hundreds of millions of dollars. 
The improvements of the real estate in this 
same section will compard favorably in value 
with any like number of buildings in any 
other city in the country. Our entire system, 
therefore, presents the anomaly of furnish- 
ing less water and having less force 
ip the section of the city where it is most 
needed, and where, in case of any conflagra- 
tion, the loss would be most overwhelming 
and calamitous. It isa mistake to assume 
that in case of a disastrous fire in the business 
section of the eity the loss wouid fall alone 
upon the immediate owners of the property 
destroyed; that loss would fal! upon all 
property-owners, and upon all persons resid- 
ing in the city, and be felt more severely 
by the interruption to employment and wages 
which would be a direct result, 

The Mayor has appealed to the City Council 
to order the preliminary steps to be taken to 
complete the pumping machinery at the West 
Side works, by duplicating the present en- 
gines, atid thus give to that establishmenta 
capacity of pumping 00,000,000 gaijons of water 
directly: At the same time it is considered 
by intelligent, thoughtful citizens who have 
considered the matter carefully that the st 
pressing need of the water service is the 
provision for central pamps on the South 
Side of the city, near the South Branch of 
the river, which can be supplied with water 
from the long and large tunnel at a point 
where chat tunnel Is at its greatest depth, 
and hence has the greatest fall from the lake. 
Such an establishment at that point would 
at once relieve the water service, at the other 
points of the loss of force in the supply 
causea by the friction in the long distances 
the water has now to take to reach con- 
sumers. It would equalize the force now 
given by the siand-ipes; it would give 
strength and power to the water de- 
livery at the very points where the 
greatest supply of water is needed, and 
where that supply is now weakest. By 


F equalizing the power in the mains the pres- 


ent pumps will be able to furnish the same 
amount of water they now furnish at a less 
expenditure of fue) and force. The strain 
on those works will be largely reduced with- 
out reducing the service actually performed 
by them. The water system will be made 
more symmetrical by having the distribution 
proceed from the centre instead of the re 
mote extremities. Nature did not put the 
heart in the feet, hands, or head, but supplies 
these extremities from the centre of the hu- 
man system. 

Mayor Harrison concedes that the location 
of the Water-Works originally on the lake 


shore and Chicago avenue was a blunder, | 
and, for the same reason, the location of the | 


second works at Ashland avenue and Twen- 
ty-second street was @ repetition of that 
blunder,—that is, unless central works are 
built, Had the original works been located 
on the South Branch, between Jackson and 
Harrison streets, then additional or auxiliary 
works might have been located elsewhere, 
But the present duty of the Council is to avoid 
any further perpetuation or repetition of 
the original error, and now supply the de- 
ficiency in the system by locating a new 
establishment exactly where the original one 
should have been located, and leaving the ex- 
isting works to Operate as auxHiaries to the 
central works. : 

If any member of the City Council wishes 
to understand the economy of locating the 
water-works on the line of the river, he has 
only to inquire what the cost per annum is 
to haul the coal by carts to the Chicago 
avenue and to the Twenty-second street 
works, and as to the difficulty at times of 
severe weather in having the coab furnished 
atall. With the works on the river the coal 
could be delivered direct from the vessel and 
stored on the grounds if necessary.

REPUBLICAN TRIUMPH IN THE FRENCH 
ELECT ONS. 7 
The recent election in France to the Coun- 
cils-General has resulted inan unexpectedly 
large Republican majority and the crushing 
defeat of the Clericals, Bourbons, Bonapart- 
ists, and all the factions hostile to the Re- 
public. A cable dispatch from Paris says: 


The final result of the election is, the Repub- 
licans elected 902, the Conservatives 372. Re- 
publican gain, 240. The Republicans now con- 
trol at least seventy Councils-General. 


The election is one of special significance— 
first, because it secures-an immense Repub- 
lican majority in the Senate: and second, 
because it is an emphatic indorsement of the 
action of the Government in breaking up the 
unauthorized Jesuit establishments. The 
French Senate is made up of 300 members, of 
whom seventy-five hold seats for life, vacan- 
cies in their number being filled by the Sen- 
ate itself. The remaining 225 are divided 
into three groups of seventy-five each, each 
group going out after terms of service of 
five years each. The election of these Sen- 
ators is made by the Councils-General, bodies 
composed of the Communes and municipali- 
ties, 14,200 in number, which elect by a major- 
ity of their members Senatorial electors, who, 
after a lapse of two months. meet and elect 
Senators. The recent election, therefore, is 
tantamount to the election of an ovérwhelm- 
ing majority of Republican Senators. Still 
more than this is it significant as indorsing the 
recent action of the Government in relation 
to the Jesuits and other unauthorized relig- 
ious orders. The Clericals confidently ex- 
pected that in these popular elections, which 
may be compared to our elections to the State 
Legislatures, the people would re- 
buke the Government and declare by 
their votes in favor of the Jesuits 
and their anti-Republican intrigues. The 
result shows that the people of France are in 
accord with their free, secular Government, 
and are even more radical than their rulers. 
The immense majorities prove that they are 
determined upon the separation of Church 
and State, and that the Government shal! no 
longer be hampered by the plottings of mon- 


.archists on the one hand or clerical inter- 


ference on the other. In the face of such 
decisive majorities the ultra members must 
abandon al! hope of defying the Government, 
and the Government wil! go on more reso- 
lutely than ever in enforcing its decrees and 
protecting itself against the sinister influence 
ofthe Church. Its warrant may be consid- 
ered authoritative, for it is the Catholic peo- 
ple of France who have given it such a 
hearty indorsement. 

In commenting upon the result of the 
elections the Paris Figaro gives the Con- 
servatives some very excellent advice. It 
Says: “Two courses are left to the Con- 
servatives, either to accept isolation and 
exclusion from public life, or to re- 
nounce their daily diminishing hopes, 
recognize the accomplished facts, and form a 
Conservative party which cannot be charged 
with hostility to the Republic.” ‘This is ex- 
cellent advice to the French malconteuts; but 
if the editor of the Paris Figaro bad had the 
Southern Bourbons of this country, instead 
of ‘the French Bourbons, in his mind, be 
could not have written anything more apro- 


pos. It suits the case of the former exactly. 
They occupy towards the Government of 
this country precisely the position which the 
French Bourbonsand Ultramontanes oceupy 
towards their Government. They are hostile 
to its existence, and they seek to impede its 
administration, evade its laws, and defy its 
authority by every method they can devise, 
not even stopping short of violence and of 
the most outrageous frauds at the ballot-box 
ever known in the political history of any 
country. It would be in accordance with 
ordinary decency, if they carnot recog- 
nize the republican form of government 
and obey its laws, to accept isolation 
and exclusion from public life with which 
they have no sympathy, or to recognize the 
Government, the Constitution, and the laws, 
and obey them, and form a Conservative party 
which cannot be charged with hostility to 
the Republic. Eurolled in such a party, 
contesting for power upon legitimate issues 
of policy, performing their duties as good 
citizens, protecting all classes of citizens in 
their rights, maintaining and defending an 
honest ballot-box, and giving attention to the 
material development of their States, they 
would command respect, and elevate their 
own section. Under their present conditions 
of hostility to the Government—a hostility 
which is as impotent as it is unreasonable— 
they cannot expect to secure power or ad- 
vance their prasperity; and, if they cannot 
give in their adhesion toa republican form 
of government and obey its laws, they had 
better accept isolation and exc) usion. 


TANNER’S TRIUMPH. 

Dr. Tanner has at last finished his long 
fast, anc the country is free to devote itself 
to more important issues than the mere aim- 
less curiosity to see how long this particular 
individual can go without eating and not die. 
Whatever else may be said of Dr. Tanner, he 
must be credited with extraordinary will- 
power and equally extraordinary tenacity, 
persistence, and endurance. Physically he 
is a hero. Indian savages at their sun- 
dances have suspended themse!ves on hooks 
in the flesu of their backs and swung in air 
unti! the hooks tore themselves out, without 
a groan bemg uttered by the stolid savages. 
Martyrs have given up their lives at the 


stake for their faith without faltering or re- 
ecantation, There have been innumerable 


cases of torture, self-imposed and imposed 


by others; but aot one of them can be com- 
pared with the forty days’ famine torture 
which Dr. Tanner has cheerfully and volun- 
tarily endured. It was a courageous defiance 
of every one of the functions of Nature as 
well as of the dogmas of Science. Most people 


suffer great discomfort in losing one meal. 


What must have been not only the discom- 
fort, but the horrible tortures of a man who 
has lost 120 consecutive meals, not of ne- 


cessity, but upon his own motion, with the 


knowledge that the food which his system 
craved and for which it was crying out was 
all about him and could be had at any 
minute. Every method of Nature was re- 


versed, Every organ was arr sted in its | 


natural functions and set to doing strange 
work until it was brought to the verge of 


collapse. Stripped of its natural nutrition 
the body was living upon itself day after day. 
It was like kindling a slow consuming fire 
in his vitals whose burning produced excru- 
clating pain. Every force of Nature that is 
exerted to sustain life and nourish it was 
suspended in its operations except his 
indomitable iron will, which grew stronger as 
the body was consumed to a cinder, and kept 
it under subjection, and defied and despised 
pain. From this point of view Dr. Tanner 
is a hero. 

Butnow that the self-imposed forty days’ 
fast is accomplished, what of it? What 


will not induce peeple to fast because they 
know Dr. Tanner Has lived six weeks with- 
out eating. It is not going to induce people 
toeat less. Thereare big eaters and there 


tons from time immemorial, and will continue 
to be to the end of time. If it could induce 
people to eat less and eat plain food, and not 
to overload their stomachs, it would be well; 
but temperance has been preached since the 
days of Paul, and is illustrated with an in- 


| creasing list every year of victims of dyspep- 


sia, apoplexy, and the diseases of disordered 
stomachs. It proves nothing, because the 
medical books contain numerous instances 
of fasts quite as remarkable as his. But, it 


is said, if Dr. Tanner succeeds in his forty 


days’ fast, it will encourage the involuntary 
victims of fast—by shipwreck, for instance, 
or other disasters—to know that they may 
live forty days without eating. But fast- 
ing on an inhospitable island or float- 
ing on the sea, exposed to the hot sun and to 
the vicissitudes of Nature, without friends in 
sight, with the knowledge that no food is 
near, with no help near by in case of 
emergency, with no admission-fee to witness 
the spectacle, or pleasant drives to get the 
air and change, is a different thing from 
Tanner’s fasting in a comfortable hotel, with 
plenty of friends around, with doctors well 
supplied with medicines, batteries, and all 
the appliances for restoration, with the 
knowledge that he could have food any in- 
stant that his will grew weak and he wanted 
to quit, with every preparation made for his 
comfort, with plenty of attendants to give 
him baths, rub him, and minister to his 
slightest wants, with some women sending 
him their sympathy in bonquets, and others 
expressing it still more strongly by insisting 
upon marrying him, with handsome daily re- 
ceipts for his pocketbook, and the prospect 
that when the fast is over he can lecture to 
the American people, and that the American 
people, always on the search for sensations, 
will flock to his leetures and give him a hand- 
some remuneration. These advantages the 
poor devils floating for days on the sea, or 
washed upon the shores of foodloss islands, 
do not have, ._ Unquestionably they keep up 
courage as long as they can,—for no man in 
health is very desirous to die; but how much 
would the knowledge that Dr. Tanner went 
without eating forty days in bis comfortable 
hotel quarters help them? Place Dr. Tan- 
ner himself in an open boat ‘and set him 
adrift without hope of food or sight of hu- 
man being, would he endure longer than 
other men? 

There is one view of this matter which is a 
sad one. We shall now have shoals of 
mountebanks and humbugs who will seek to 
make money out of the excitement attending 
Dr. Tanner’s experiment by getting up 
fasts of every possible description. Mr. Ter- 
ence McGuff may exaggerate a little 
when he writes to the New York Truth: 
As another step in the same direction, I'am 
willing to live three days and three nights in 
a whale’s belly if the T. M. C. A. will pro- 
vide a suitable whale and haveit comfortably 
furnished.” With all Terence’s desire to 
establish Divine truths, his proposition is not 
much more ridiculous than the entertain- 
ments in the way of fasting which will de 
speedily offered to the American people. 
The mania will have its little day,—so little, 
however, that landlords and landladies need 
not fear any diminution of their extraor- 
dinary profits,—and then some other folly 
will take its place.

The provision for central works and for a 
distribution from that point is demanded by 
public safety and every rational considera 
tion, including that of the cash expenditure. 
With a central pumping-works the present 
tunnel supply of water may be sufficient 
until 189%. Without a central pumping estab- 
lishment it will not be five years before the 
new Cily-Hall and County Court-House will 
be left without enough water to reach the 
second story, and in case of fires in the 
central part of the city the Fire Department 
will look in vain for water to be sent from 
the shallow wells at Ashland avenur, no 
matter how many engines may be put there, 

The cost of the lot for the central water- 
works is urged as an objection against enter- 
ing upon the construction of such works. 


‘This objection disappears in contemplation 


of the necessities of the situation, But the 
city is prepared on this score. The present 
temporary City-Hall—called the Rookery— 
occupies a lot belonging to the Water 
Department. It is something like 200 feet 
square, and, if vacated, would now sell for 
not less than $1,000 a front foot, or $200,000, 
With this money, or less, a water-front lot of 
ample size can be purchased on the South 
Branch, between Jackson and Harrison 
streets, for the proposed central water- 
works. Before this time next year the city 
offices can be removed to the new City-Hall 
if the completion of that building is pushed 
forward with energetic industry. The net 
profits from water-rents exceed $1,000 a day, 
and this income will construct the super- 
structure and put in the engines as fast as 
the work can be pushed forward. We trust 
the wore intelligent and reflecting members 
of the Council will give the subject proper 
thought and arrive at wise conclusions.

THE REPEAL OF THE BARBARIAN LAW 
OF DIs(tREss. 

The atrocity of the wretches who, under 
the protection of the law of this State on the 
subject of landlord and tenant, have been 
robbing and plundering so many honse- 
keepers in this city bas been somewhat ex- 
tensively presented to the public. Itisa 
matter of doubt whether even in the most 
notorious cases there can be any adequate 
punishment because of the encovragement 
and protection which ghe law of this, State 
affords such practices. 

There are two radical defects in the law: 
(1) The law authorizes any person claiming 
to be a landlord, or the agent or attorney of 
a landlord, on bis own motion and in the 
absence of any oath or other affirmation that 
there is due him any sum for rent, to write 
out a warrant of distraint, and proceed 
to the premises of an occupant ahd 
seize and carry away all the kur- 
niture or other property he may find 
there, and secrete it; and the law further au- 
thorizes the man who does this to file his 
warrant of distress With any Justice of the 
Peace livitg in any part of a county, and re- 


mot from a city, and the person whose prop- 


money, and expenditure for machinery, and 


erty is taken may never hear any more of 
the proceeding or of his property, be denied 
the opportunity of replevin, or of even con- 
testing the claim for rent. Thatis what the 
letter of the law authorizes, and that is the 
daily practice in this city. (2) The law 
autherizes also the institution of a 
civil suit aguinst any citizen before any Jus- 
tice of the Peace residing in any part of the 
county, compelling the persons sued to at- 
tend the trial of such cases, at the most un- 
reasonable hours, twenty-five miles distant 
from their homes, or suffer judgment 
to be given by default. Under this 
authority of law, gangs of disrep- 
utable attorneys, equally disreputable 
Constables, and more disreputable Justices 
carry ona large amount of this class of so- 
called legal business in this city and county. 
The victims are mostly poor laboring men 
and defenseless and friendless women, who, 
upon the judgment being obtained, are 
robbed and plundered of their household 
goods in flagrant abuse of honesty and gen- 
erally of the commonest laws of decency and 
propriety. 

The law should be amended so as to render 
these abuses impossible. The whole law of 
distraint should be repealed. It is a relic of 
feudal times and of feudal power, when the 
owner of the land was also the law-giver, 
judge, and executioner, and when he had 
almost absolute power as lord of the manor. 
This law we inherited from our British au- 
cestors, and it still exists in many of the 
States, including Llinois, notwithsian ing 
its viol: tion of every principle of justice, 

An incomplete research of the laws of the 
several States on this subject to discover 
how far the ancient barbarism prevails gives 
the following result as to the progress made 
by the vivilization and intelligence of the age: 

In Wisconsin the writ of distress for rent 
has been abolished. 

In Pennsylvania the old brutal law still 
exists, | 

In New York distress for rent is abolished, 

In Indiana distress warrants for rentare 
not allowed, 

In Ohio distress. warrants for rent were 
abolished long ago. 

In Lowa distress warrants, eo nomine, are 
not allowed, but landlords have liens for rent 
which can be enforced by attachment pro- 
ceedings in Justices’ courts. 

In Michigan distress warrants are not al- 
lowed. 

In Louisiana distress warrants are wholly 
unknown to the law. 

This is as far as we have had leisure to ex- 


„amine into the State laws on this subject, 


but even this partial examination shows that 
the spirit of the age is in the direction of 
stamping this relic of absolutism out of the 
statute-book. 

In Indiana the law requires that a defend- 
ant must be sued in his own township, ex- 
cept in capias suits, or where there is no 
Justice of the Peace in the town. 

In Ohio the jurisdiction of a Justice is lim- 
ited in civii suits to hisown township, ex- 
cept in attachment cases, or cases of forcible 
entry and detainer; and the same law should 
be adopted in Iliinois. 

In Iowa the jurisdiction of a Justice ex- 
tends over the county, but suits must be 
brought in the township where the plaintiff 
or the defendant, or one of several defend- 
ants, resides. ; 

In Michigan the law in this particular is 
substantially the same asin lowa. 

In New York suits must be brought in the 
town where either plaintiff or defendant re- 
sides, or before some Justice of another 
town next adjoining the residence of either 
plaintiff or defendant. 

We submit that the three millions and more 
of free people in Illinois should abolish any 
barbarous, cut-throat law which authorizes 
any man to write outa warrant authorizing 
himself to seize and carry off another man’s 
property, without an oath as to the validity 
of his debt, and without a bond or other se- 
curity for the property seized and carried off! 

It will be seen that the right to sue a man 
in a remote part of the county has been 
wisely restricted in several of the States.

Thureday, at 1: II a. m., the shadow of the s6ec- 
ond satellite will pass on the planet, and the 
satellite will follow at 3:36 a. m.; the shadow 
will leave the planet at 3:34 a. m. Suturday, at 
1:'6 a. m., the second satellite will reappear from 
occultation, and at 3:23 a. m. the shadow of the 
first will pass on the planet. Next Sunday, at 
0:44 a. m., the Grst satellite will be eclipsed, and 
will reappear from occultation at 4:06a.m. His 
bright spot will be turned directly towards us 
about 2:08 a. m. Monday, 3:40 a. m. Wednesday, 
and 1:10 a. m. Saturday; and will be visible for 
nearly two and a balf hours before and after 
those dates. 

Saturn will rise Wednesday at 9:47 p. m., and 
south Thursday at4:26a.m.

SIR EVELYN AND THE LATE PRINCE. 

Brig.-Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood is to be con- 
gratulated on his distinguished achievement 
asa biographer. In extorting from the forty 
Zulus who overpowered and siaugbtered Prince 
Napoleon, after a desperate and protracted 
struggie, a conféssion of their cowardiceand the 
lion- like courage of the Prince, Sir Evelyn has 
added new lustre to the fame of the Napoleonio 
dynasty.‘ lu the words of the eighteen Zulus 
who “encompassed him about,” the young 
Prince, ornamented with the assegais which 
had been thrown into bim until he looked like a 
porcupine, turned upon his assailants like 
a lion at bay.” He rushed at his nearest op- 
ponent, “ who fed in terror. “He fired bis 
pistol.“ He seized an assegai which had been 
thrown at bim and thus defended himself against 
seven or eight Zulus.“ They state on oath and 
on their sacred honor that they did not dare to 
close on bim, until he sank exhausted on his 
hips.” ‘There is good reason to believe (though 
Sir Evelyn does not say so) that, if anfortunately 
the Prince bad not lost his sword, which fell 
from its scabbard in the excitement of 
bis attempt to mount bis horse. he would have 
run the forty Zulus through the body, buried 
them witb the honorg of war, and returned to 
camp next day bearing a bundle of assegais! 
It is assered that the lion was once given the 
power of speech long enough for the noble 
beast to say that man possesses a great advan- 
tage in his ability to make report of his contests 
with the king of the forest. The lion doubtless 
intended to insinuate that, in reporting his 
own achievements, man is an egregious liar, or 
words to that effect. The surviving members of 
the Nupoleonic fumily—the dynasty without a 
throne—are fortunate in the late Prince's 
biographer. Had be lived to tell his own story 
it might have been less highly colored with 
glory. We do not mean to insinuate, as the lion 
didin relation to human lion-fighters. that Sir 
Evelyn is an untruthful person. Doubiless the 
eighteen alleged Zulus told their alleged story 
of their own cowardice and the remarkable 
bravery of the late Prince. But what did u 
cost to make them say that they were cravens, 
and so to slander their race? Doubtless it was 
necessary io show to the world the kingly qualities 
of the young pretender tothe throne which is get- 
ting dusty and musty in the dingy back garret 
where the French Republic keeps its old thrones. 
Doubtless the memory of the episode of Sedan 
rests rather heavily on the hearta of the Napo- 
leonic dynasty. The contrast between Napoleon 
Lat Jena, Bylau, and Friedland. and Napoleon 
III. at Sedan does not tend to strengthen confi- 
dence in the Napoleonic star. Something must 
be done to bolster the failing dynasty. Hence 
the young Prince was sent to Zuluiand. The 
situation was very desperate which prompted 
the sending of a boy among savages ip search of 
military glory. Aud nothing can be more sad 
tban the fute of the poor Prince, unless indeed 
it be the effort to prop the shattered fortunes of 
the fag-ends of the family Napoleon by impro- 
vising an inspiring account of a fierce battle be- 
tween the pretender to a throne which bas no 
existence save in bistory and u band of forty 
bloodthirsty savages. But Sir Evelyn bas im- 
mortalised himself,—in the opinion of the Napo- 
leonic family! There was need of an exh:bi- 
tion of Napoleonic heroism. It was neces- 
sary to Gnd a cion of the noble (7) 
family no longer able to keep bouse in its own 
country who wouid not surrender as did Na- 
poleun III., or resign to keep out of battle 
as did the immortal Plon-Pion.

This man be bas identified iv one of 
the prisoners, but whether in O'Neil, 
Bowen, or Quinter, or some other whose name 
hus not vet been made public, cannot vet be 
known. Tue work of hunting down new prison. 
ers and of seeking identifications of the 04 
ones is still going on, and the police are anx- 
jously looking forward to something tangible 
before long. 

O’ NEIL'S MOTHER. 

Mrs. Bridget O'Neil, mother of the accused, 
was visited Friday night by a reporter of the 
Cleveiand Leader, who had quite an extensive 
interview with ber. The reporter asked: 

* When did your son go to Chicago?” to which 
Mrs. O'Neil answered: “ 

“He — a veur ago in March. eS 

Have You beard from him since? 

“Ob, yes. He has written tome, and I have 
heard from him through others, who huve given 
— 1 of him, saying that he was do- 

ng wel. 
i What was the character he bore here in 
Cleveland?” 

„He has always borne a good character; you 
can trace him in the city.” " 

How old is Daniel?’ 

„He is nearly S years old, and was born and 
brought up in this city. He is oldeet of the fam- 
ily.. My other son, Johnny, is nearly 20, but haf 
been sick for five years.” aa 

„Did your son follow any trade?’ 

“No. When he was here he teamed for Mr. 
McConoghy, and worked for other people. He 
could do most anything, but never followed any 
particular business.“ 

* Do you think he would be guilty of such a 
crime?’ 

No, I cannot believe it of my son. He was 
always a good, honest boy, and never had any 
trouble. I haven't the slightest doubt of his in- 
noconce. He always went to church regularly, 
and I know he wouldn't do such a thing. The 
news of his arrest was a hard stroke to me. I 
didn’t know what to do when I first heard of it.“ 

The officials at Central Station last night 
openiy avowed that their hard and earnest 
work to capture the McMahon murderers had 
been knocked endways by the “ identification.” 
They did not say O'Neill was not the murderer, 
but they intimated that information in their 
possession led directly away from him. An- 
other new and important fact was gieaned by 
them last evening. A butcher, or rather 
driver of a buteher’s wagon, while 
on his way to the Stock- Yards 
stopped at d: the morning of the murder to 
water his horses at the corner of Thirty- 
eighth and Halsted streets, and was sud- 
denly pounced upon by three robbers. Where 
they came from he does not know. No 
one was in sight when he stopped, but 
while he was unfastening the check reins the 
three sprang upon him from some place of con- 
cealment. One placed a revolver at his head, 
and ordered him to make no noise. At the same 
time a man who approached from bebind struck 
him on the head with a blunt instrument which 
penetrated his hat and left a severe scalp- 
wound. He was not knocked senseless, 2 
the blow was so heavy a one that he was quite 
ill in co uence for a day or two 
succeeding. e robbers rifled his pockets, 
expect to find plenty of money, but 
as they found only a pocket-knife and an old 
pocketbouk containing About 2 cents, they 
threw him the latter and ‘went off about their 
business, after threatening‘him with death if he 
made any alarm or if be caused them any 
trouble in the hereafter. This evidently was the 
game trio that offered dnother driver. whose 
name the police know, a drink of whisky out of 
a bottle. The driver thought they meant fl! and 
drove on. The fellows at this time were undoubt- 
edly making their way south from the cigar 
store they bad burglarized to the McMahon 
residence. Unfortunately, the driver whom 
they robbed saw only two of three, as one of the 
men kept out of sight by standing behind bim. 
The two he saw were both smooth-faced, 
and he does not think he would be able 
to identify any one for it. He acted very 
curiously about the matter, and never even told 
his family when he went home what had be- 
fallen him. The police heard of him through a 
confidential friend of his, who is em- 
ployed at the Stock-Yards, the only person 
to whom he told it. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that the lice could induce 
the driver to give the full particulars of the as- 
sault, and this led them to suspect that be know 
is assailants by sight or by name, and that he 
was afraid to tell for fear of being implicated in 
the McMahon tragedy either asa wituess or in 
some other réle. However, after a long investi- 

tion, they satisfied themselves that be did not 

now them. None of the prisoners under arrest 
have yet been shown to him.

“ FENGLIsH WESLEY ANISM. 
SKETCH OF THE SECT AND ITS FOUNDER. 
London Times, July 22. 

The Wesleyans [who number a million of 
English communicants]. are holding their 
yearly gathering, their census, their stock- 
taking, and what may be called their great 
zlass meeting. They have yet to hold their 
centenary. They began so modestly, and 
they yielded so slowly and reluctantly to the 
pressure within and without that ended in 
their present state of separation from the 
Church, that it will not be easy to select the 
chief date of the last century to be com- 
memorated in this. Wesley executed the 
Deed of Declaration establishing the Con- 
ference early in 1784, and himself died, after

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| PAPATL AGGRESSION. 
AWARM IN ROME AMONG PROTESTANT MTS- 
ONARIES AND CONGREGATIONS — THE 
CLERICALS ATTAINING POWER TO DRIVE 
THEM OUT. 


New York Herald. > 

The well-informed Roman correspondent 
of the Churchman of this city has a letter in 
that paper of last week giving some interest- 
ing incidents of the present attitude of the 
Vatican toward the Protestant missions in 
Italy, and especially in the City of Rome, 
growing out of the late municipal elections 
there, which gave the Clerieals seventeen out 
of a possible twenty representatives, though 
six of the seventeen, itis said, would hardly 
support the Papal authorities in any contro- 
versy with the Italian Government. The 
monastic orders in Italy, this correspondent 
says, are laboring strenuously to get the edu- 
cation of the young in the public-schools into 
their hands, hoping thereby to undo what 
the “revolutionists”’ (as they call the Ital- 
tans) have done. The correspondent ex- 
presses the opinion preyalent in Rome as a 
possibility, if not a probability, that a 
conciliation between the King and the 
Pope may take place on the basis of the ac- 
knowledgment of the supremacy of the one 
in spiritual and educational matters, and of 
the other in the civil government, with Rome 
as the residential city of the Pope, and the 
National Parliament sitting somewhere else, 
and even in Rome, if such a division of juris- 
diction as indicated should be arrived at. 
Were the Pope to consent to a conciliation or 
modus vivendi without the restoration of the 
temporal power, this correspondent avers 
that one indispensable condition thereof 
would be the sweeping out from within the 
walls of Rome ali the Protestant or non- 
Catholic places of worship, from the churches 
of england to the Methodist, Baptist, and 
other churches. The first thing the 5 
after the Clerical victory in the municipal 
elections, in glaring contradiction to that tol- 
eration which he demands and obtains in 
Protestant countries, was to issue, through 
his Cardinal-Vicar, an arrogant protest ad- 
dressed to the municipality of Rome on the 
subject of the new English church, of which 
the foundations are being laid, at the corner 
of the Via Jesu e Maria and the Babuino. 

Anterior to 1870 no Christians of whatever 
name not in obedience to the Roman Catholic 
Church were permitted to meet together for 
united worship within the walls of Rome 
even in private houses, much less in edifices 
erected for the purpose, with the exception 
only of those who assembled in the private 
chapels of their respective Ambassadors, 
With the @ntry of the Italſans into Rame this 
prohibition fell to the gfound, and within

It iss usual and a commendable practice to

: but, though Zadig is cited in one of 
most important chapters of Cuvier’s 
work, little is known about — 
might perhaps be better au ti- 
it 1s. 
said that he lived at Babylon in the 
King Moabdar; but the name of Mo- 
does not appear in the list of 
jan sovereigns brought to light 
the patience and the industry of the 
of cuneiform inscriptions in these 
Inter years; nor indeed am I aware that 
there isany othey authority for its existence 
than that of biographer of Zadig, one 
de Voltaire, among whose most con- 
spievous merits strict historical accuracy is 
ps hardly to be reckoned. 

Happily, Zadig is in the position of a great 
many other philosophers. What he was like 
when he was in the flesh—indeed, whether 
he existed at all—are mattersof no great 
consequence. What we care about in a 
light is, that it shows the way,—not whether 
it isalamp or candle, tallow or wax. Our 
only real interest in Zadig lies in the concep- 

„ tions of which he is the putative father; and 
bis biographer has illustrated these with so 
muen clearness and vivacious illustration that 
we need hardly feel a pang even if critical re- 
search should prove King Moabdar and all 
the rest of the story to be unhistorical, and 
reduce Zadig himself to the shadowy condi 
tion of a solar myth. 

Voltaire tells us that, disenebanted of life 
by sundry domestic adventures, Zadig with- 
drew from the turmoil of Babylon to a se- 
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ration of ants and animals about 
him sharpened hfs naturally powers 
of obse of reasoning, until, at 


length, he acquired a sagacity which enabled 
him to pereelve endless minute differences 
among ob which, to the untutored eye, 
appeared tely ulike.

What, in fact, lay at the foundation of all 
Zadig's arguments but the coarse, common- 
place assumption upon which every act of our 
daily lives is based, we may conclude 
from an effect to th’ preéxistence of a cause 
competent to produce that effect ? 

The tracks were exactly like those which 
dogs and horses leave; therefore they were 
the effects of such animals as causes. The 
marks at the sides of the fore-prints of the 
dog-track were exactiy such as would be 
produced by long, trailing ears; therefore 
the dog’s long ears were the causes of these 
marks; and so on. Nothing can be more 
hopelesly vulgar, more unlike the majestic 
development of a system ef grandly unin- 
telligiole conclusions from sublimely incon- 
ceivable premises, such as delights the 
Magian heart. In fact, Zadig’s method was 
nothing but the method of all mankind. 
Retrospective prophecies, far more astouish- 
Ing for their minute accuracy than those of 
Zacig, are familiar tothose who have watched 


From freshly-broken twigs, crushed leaves, 
disturbea pebbles, and imprints haraly dis- 
cernible by the untrained eye, such graduates 
in the University of Nature will divine, not 
only the fact that a party has passed that 
way, but its strength, its composition, the 
course it took, and the number of hours or 
days which have elapsed since it passed. But 
they are able to do this because. like Zadiz,they 
perceive endless inluute differences where un- 
trained eyes discern nothing; and because 
the unconscious logic of common-sense com- 
pels them to account for these effects by the 
eauses which they know to be competent to 
produce them. 

And mere methodized savagery was to 
discover the hidden things of Nature bejter 
than a-priori deductions from the nature of 
Ormuzd,—perhaps to give a history of the 
— in which Oannes would be altogether

is man at once. 

If instinet, or an unwonted use of reason, 
led Moabdar’s magi to this conclusion three 
or four thousand years ago, all that can be 
saidis; that subsequent history has fully 
justified them. Fer the rigorous application 
of Zadig’s logic to the results of accurate and 
long-continued observation has founded all 
those sciences which have been termed his- 
torical or paletiological, because they are 
retrospectively prophetic, and strive toward 

the reconstruction In human imagination of 
events which have vanished and ceased to be. 

History, in the ordinary acceptation of the 
word, is upon interpretation of 
documentary evidence: and documents 
would have no evidential value unless 
historians were justified in their assumption 
that they have come into existence by the 
operation of causes similar to those of which 
documents are, in our present experience, the 
effects. If a written history can be pro- 
duced otherwise than by human agency, or 
if the man who wrote a given document was 
actuated by other than ordinary human mo- 
tives, such documentsare of no more eviden- 
tial value than so many arabesques. 

Archeology, which takes up the thread of 
histo beyond the point at which document- 
ary evidence fails us, could Have no existence 
except for our well-grounded confi- 
dence that monuments and works of 
art, or artifice, have never been pro- 
duced by causes different in kind from 
those to which they owe their origin. 
And geology, which traces back the course 
of history beyond the limits of archwvlogy, 
could tell us nothing except for the assump- 
tion that, millions of years ago, water, heat, 
— friction, aniimal vegetable 

ife, caused effects of the same kind as they 
do now. Nay, even physica! astronomy, in 
so far as it takes us k tothe uttermost 
point of time which palztiol ] science 
can reach, is founded upon same as- 
sumption. If the law of gravitation ever 
failed to be true, even to the smaliest extent, 
for iod, the calculations of the as- 
tronomer have no application. 

The power of prediction, of prospective 
prophecy, is that which is commonly re- 
garded as the great prerogative of physical 
science. And it is a wonderful fact 

one can go into a shop and buy for 
Small price a book, tne “ Nautical Almanac,” 
which will foretell the exact position to be 
occupied by one of Jupiter’s moons six 
months hence; nay, more, f it were 
worth while, the Astronomer’ Royal 
could furnish as with as infallible a predic- 
tion applicable to 1980 or 2980. 

But astronomy is not less remarkable for 
its power of retrospective prophecy. 

Thales, oldest of Greek philosophers, the 
dates of whose birth and death are uncer- 
tain, but who flourished about 600 B. C., is 
said to have foretold an ecli of the sun 
which took place in his time during a battle 
between the Medes and the * ians. Sir 
George Airy has written a very learned and 
interesting memvirin which he proves that 
such an eclipse was visible in Lydia on the 
— of the 238th of May, in year 585 


No one doubts that, on the day and at the 
hour mentioned by the Astronomer Royal, 
the people of Asia Minor saw the face of the 
sun totally obscured. But, though we tn- 

licitly believe this retrospective prophecy, 
0 is incapable of verification. It is impossi- 
ble even to conceive anv means of adcertain- 
ing directly whether the eclipse of Thales 
happened or not. All that van be said is, that 
the prospective propheci~s of the astronomer 
are alway: verified: and that, inasmuch as 
his retrospective prophecies are the result of 


rul 


that which invariably leads to verified results 
when it is worked forward, there is as much 
reason for placing full confidence in the one 
as in the other. Retrospective prophecy is 
therefore a legitimate function of astronom- 
ical science: and if it is legitimate for one 
science it is legitimate for all,—the funda- 
mental axiom on whieh it rests, the constan- 
ey of the order of Nature, being the common 
foundation of all seientific thought. Ludeed, 
if there can be grades in legitimacy; certain 
branches of Sience have the advantage over 
astronomy, in so far as their rstrospective 
prophecies are not only susceptible of verifi- 
cation, but are sometimes strikingly verified. 
Such a science exists tn that application of 
the principles of biology to the interpreta- 
tion of the animal and ve le remains im- 
bedded in the recks which compose the sur- 
face of the globe, which is called paleon- 


tology. 
The whole fabric of paleontology, in fact, 
falls t the ground unless we admit the 


validity of Zadig’s great principle, that like

THE DUTY OF F JUDGE ROGERS, 
To the Editor of The Chicago 

CHrcaco, Aug. 7.—The recent shes anne exposures 
of the systematic plunder of the poor and de- 
fenseiess by an organized gang of thieves under 
the forms of justice and by process of law has 
awakened widespread indignation among all 
classes of our people, The theory of our lew is 
that Justices,,courts are provided to afforda 
cheap and 2 remedy for the wrongs of the 
common people, and to save them from the ex- 
penses and delays incident to proceedings in the 
higher courts. But ft seems that these tribu- 
nals are being made the mot efficient means of 
robbing those who are Alpposed to be un- 
able to resist and punish thie aggres- 
sors. For many years public rumor has 
alleged the existence of criminal conspiracies 
and cases of gross official misconduct, such as 
are now attracting the public attention. But, 
singularly enough, the public authorities seem 
never to have made any permanent and - 
ent effort to ascertain the truth of such ——1 
much less to puniah the offenders. The criminal 
code of this State provides that every persen 
holding any public office,—State, county, or mu- 
nicipal,—trust, or employment, who shall be
